Following is the text of the mes- 


sage: 
To the Senate andxllouse of Repre- 
| sentatives: 


In my message to the congress 


of March 25, 190S, I outlined, cer- 
tain measures which I believe the 
majority bf 
our 
countrymen de- 


lire to have enacted into law at 
this time. These measures do not rep- 
resent by any means all that I would 
like to see done if I thought it pos- 
sible, but they do represent what I 
believe can now be done if an earnest 
effort tfoward -this end is made. 


Since I wrote this message an em- 


ployers' liability law has been enacted 
which, it is true, cotaes short of what 
ought to have been done, but which 
does represent a real advance. Ap- 
parently there is good ground to hope 
<that there will be further legislation 
providing for recompensing all em- 
ployes who suffer irtjury while en- 


gaged iti the public service; that there 
will be a child-labor law enacted for 
the. District of Columbia; that 
the 


waterways commission will be contin- 
ued with sufficient financial support 
to increase the:, effectiveness 
of its 


preparatory work ', that .steps , will "be 
taken to provide for such investiga- 
tion into tariff conditions^ by. the ap- 
propriate committee of the house of 
representatives aftd 
by government 


experts in the. executive service, as 
will secure th6 full information neces- 
sary .lor immediate a6tioii in revising. 
the tariff at the hands of the congress 
elected next fall, and, finally, that 
financial legislation will be enacted 
providing for temporary measures for 
meeting any trouble that may arise in 
the next year or two, and for a scorn- 
mission : ibf ; experts who . shall 
thor- 


oughly' investigate the -whole "matter,' 
bothSlKf^s«nd '1n the great commer- 
cial/p^iintigl^ abroad, so as to be able 
to '.* reictimmefid legislatibi which will 
put.-ptir l^nandial • system on an effi- 
cient and jperinanent basis. It is much 
to tie wished that one feature '^of the 
financial legislation of this session 
should be the' etablishment of postal 
isavings -hanks, .Ample appropriation 
should be made, to enable the Inter- 
state commerce commission to carry 
..out the very important feature of the 
Hepburn law, which giyes to. the, com- 
mission supervision and control over 
:the Sccotuiting - systems of .the . 


will enahle "the commission to exam- 
ine the 600^3 of the railwayii would 
amount to ah attack on the law "at its 
most vitai point, and would benefit as 
nothing else could benefit those rail- 
roads which are corruptly or incom- 
petently managed.

Forest .reserves should he establish- 


ed throughout the Appalachian moun- 
tain region wherever it can b'e shown 
that they will have a direct and real 
connection with the" conservation and 
improvement of Navigable rivers. 


There seems, however, much ' doubt 


about two of the measures I have rec- 
ommended — the measure to do away 
with abuse of the power of injunction 
and the measure, or group of meas- 
ures, to strengthen and render both 
more efficient and more wise the con- 
trol by the national government over 
the great corporations doing an iri- 
terstate business. 


Injunctions in* Labor Disputes. 


First, as to the power of injunction 


and of punishment for contempt. In 
contempt cases, save -where immedi- 
ate action is imperative, the trial 
should he before another judge. As 
regards injunctions, some such legis- 
lation as that I have previously rec- 
ommended should be enacted. They 
are blind who fail to realize the ex- 
treme bitterness caused among large 
bodies of worthy citizens by the use 
that has been repeatedly made of the 
power of injunction in labor disputes. 
these, in whose judgment we have 
most right to trust, are of the opinion

I gainst the use of the Injunction is 
unwarranted, yet that it is unques-

When this matter was presented to 


the Washington officials the accept- 
ance of the proposition, was prompt 
and the federal officials congratulated 
the government upon being able to 
secure such a desirable location for 
the building. 


Orders have been sent to District 


Attorney McPhersori of Cincinnati to 
carefully examine the title to the pro- 
perty and this is now being 
done. 


The title is absolutely good and there 
seems to be nothing in the way. of a 
prompt acceptance of the proposition 
in which event work on the building 
will doubtless soon begin. , 


It is understood that' the buijding 


which will be somewhat similar to 
other federal buildings — one hiTh 
single story structure built largely of 
stone. It is to be located so as not 
to detract from the beauty of the 
Sherwood Hotel and tne spacious 
ground adjoining the building will be 
beautifully parked, 


The solution of the postoffiee pro- 


blem is a good one — thanks to Con- 
gressman Ashbrook, Secretary May- 
lone, Mr. Kennedj- and the others who 
have been interested. 


Owing lo the prices of real estate 


in the business sections of the city, it 
was impossible with the funds appro- 
priated to secure a location nearer the 
business center of the city, but a site 
that 5s altogether desirable has been 
c.ho&en and it will undoubtedly give 
genera] satisfaction. It is only one 
block east of the court house. 


Congressman Ashbrook, as events 


have proved, is the right man in the 
place. He toas done very effective 
'trork in behalf of his soldier constitu- 
ents and now he has been instrumen- 
tal in getting an increased appropria- 
tion for "he Ne-a-ark postoffiee and has 
assisted in clinching the proposition.

Of Navy Will All be 


Smashed by the 


Pacific Fleet 


STEAM 
40,500 
MILES 


Will Swing Into Hampton 


Roads Next February 


at End of Trip 


Will be in Communication With 


Washington at All Times 


During Voyage, 


Washington, April 28.—-The battle- 


ship fleet now pa its way aroun.d.-fche- 
world cruise will have smashed two 
world's naval records when its swings 
in Hampton. Roads next February at 
the conclusion: of its trip. 


The vessels will ihave then: steamed 


approximately 40,500 miles or a dis- 
tance equal! to nearly 'twice around 
the globe. The fleet will ihave proved 
that it has an easy steaming radius 
for practical work of 3850 miles. That 
is the distance from Honolulu to Auck 
land, New?.Zealand. 


Everyone'of the. battleships will be 


able to make this immense lap withi- 
out replenishing her coal- ibunkers. The 
Illinois, it is toiie, will; b6 obliged to 
store about 50 additional tons in her 
fire .room and on deck, but sine still 
will carry her owii coal. 


It is- estimated that.tsie fleet will 


'have used on its twice-arouhdi the 
globe*rip; about 300,000'tons of coal 
"OonsMeriSg the di&taSce sailed, the 
'5Saceg"*T^r6ea," th«: intervening"target 
practice, etc., the "shafce down" of 
the 16 'battleships will be die'. Tea/test 
demonstration ever made in naval 
administration, 
' . 


It is no secret that the long lap 


from Honolulu to Auckland gave the 
navigation bureau much' concern. The 
policy of the department eVer since 
the fleet, started was to keep "it in 
touch Tyith cable stations as much of 
the time as possible. 


It has been ordered that the auxil- 


iaries Yank-ton, Glacier and; Culgoa 
shall precede the fleet to th« neigh- 
borhood of the Fiji Islands, whence 
there is a cable to Vancouver. These 
auxiliaries will be stationed at proper 
distances on the long stretch and will 
•receive arid transmit the news from 
the oncoming fleet to eacn other, and 
thence to the cable station at Fiji for 
transmission to .Washington. 
it is 


also 'proposed 
to 
station a ship 


equipped .with; wireless telegraphy in 
Samoa so that no chance of commu- 
nication shall be IdsL It will be possi- 
ble by this means for the navigation 
bureau to hear from the fleet constant- 
ly. 


Without the aid of the wireless tel- 


egraph and this chain of floating tele- 
graph stations, the fleet would be lost 
'to the outside world for about 14 days. 
With the arrangements made by the 
navy department' ttie ships will be as 
much within "speaking distance" as 
if they were a lot of. toy ships sail- 
ing across a miU pond.

Mississippi Claim 


Victims 


A 
STEAMER 
CAPSIZES 


Passengers Have Terrible 
Experiences In Storm- 


Whipped Waters 


Twelve Give Up Their Live?, 


Among Them a Marion, 


Ohio, Man. 


Helena, Ark., April 28.—Clinging 


for two hours to the wreck of the 
steamer Miriam, with huge 
waves 


washing over them repeatedly, fearing 
every moment that the boat would go 
down and that they would be left to 
diown in the midst of storm-whipped 
waters, 75 passengers, composed most- 
y of carnival employes, watched 12 of 
their number give up the fight for 
ife and heard tfoelr pitiful cries for 
assistance as they sank beneath the 
seething waters. 


The Miriam left port Sunday after- 


noon. At 3:30 she was five miles past 
the mouth, of the St Francis river 
and had entered the widest stretch of 
water in the Mississippi between this 
point and Memphis. 


With titanic force the great wind 


ifted the steamer bodily from 
the 


water, whirled h.er -completely around, 
throwing iher living' freight into the 
boiling water as though, they had been 
stones from a sling shot, and then 
lontemptuousJy tossed her down, to 
;he fury of the "waves 
The steamer 


:apsized the moment she struck the 
water and her terrified and dazed 
passengers had barely time to climb 
upon the rail that 'was above 
the 


surface. Clinging des^ferateSy to their 
rail support tossed Mke a chip upon 
the waters, they fought desperately 
'or life. Great waves, running 10 to 
15 feet high, broke over them and 
;he wrecked vessel gave promise of 
toundering time and time again. For 
three ihours they drifted. 


Men and women alike, colored and 


white, stretched side by side; one 
by one the weakest ^ave way and 
dropped beneath the waters and their 
drowning cries lent a fresh "horror to 
ihe terror of the living. Sinking 
slowly, dower and lower, the steamer 
grounded on, a sand bar, just before 
dusk, and there with night coming on, 
with no sign of relief in view, the re- 
maining members of the passengers 
and crew lost hope. 


But to a little gasoline boat, "Home 


flun," and its captain, C. E. Shaefer, 
belongs the badge of a .hero, for it 
was he who battled through, the long 
stretch, of water between the shore 
and the wreck, iaring what seemed 
to be certain death, that he might 
rescue the women and children. The 
weakest of the men were taken off 
and with, the falling of the storm and 
night came other rescuers who re- 
ieved the wrecked steamer of her 
>recious cargo. 


Left destitute with nothing but the 


clothes on their back, the passengers 
luddled on the river 'bank in 
the 


marshy ground for almost 24 hours 
before they could be relieved 
and 


brought back to this city. News of 
he disaster did not reach here until 
24 hours after the tragedy, and many 
of the unfortunates were so weak tthat 
they were placed under physicians' 
we. The storm swept for 50 miles a 
strip 
five 
miles wide, 
wrecking 


churches and residences and com- 
pletely destroying cotton and corn.

men. 
l^ask that it be Hi. i..a ,.i some 


such way as that I have already point- 
ed out In my previous messages, for 
the very reason that I do not wish to_ 
see an embittered effort ma'de to de- 
stroy it. It is unwise stubbornly to 
refuse to provide against a repetition 
of the abuses which have caused the 
present unrest. In a democracy like 
ours it is idle to expect'permanently 
to thwart the determination ot^ t'ne 
great body of our citizens. It may be 
a#d j of ten is the highest duty of a 
court, a legislature, or an executive, 
to resist and defy a gust of popular 
p^sfclon, and most certainly QO public 
servant, whatever may' be the conse- 
quences to himself, should yield to 
•what he thinks wrong. But in a ques- 
tion which Is emphatically one of pub- 
lic policy, the policy which the public 
demands is sure in the end to be 
adopted, and a persistent refusal to 
grant to a large portion of our people 
•what is right is only too apt in the 
end to result in causing such irrita- 
tion that when the right is obtained 
It is obtained in the course of a move- 
ment so ill-considered and violent'as 
to be accompanied by much that is 
wrong. The process of Injunction in 
labor disputes, as well as where state 
laws are involved, should he used 
sparingly, and only when there is the 
clearest necessity for it, but it is one 
so necessary to the efficient perform- 
ance of duty by the court on behalf 
of the nation that is in the highest, 
degree to be regretted that it should 
be liable to reckless use. for this 
reckless use tends to make 
honest 


men desire so to hamper its execution 
as to destroy its "usefulness. 


_ 
Class-Consciousness. 


Every far-sighted patriot 
shotild 


protest first of all against the growth 
in this country of that (evil thing 
which is called "class-consciousness." 
The demagogue, the sinister or fool- 
ish socialist visionary, who strives to 
arouse this feeling of class-conscious- 
ness in our working people, does a 
foul and evil thing, for he Is no true 
American; he is no 
self-respecting 


citizen, of this republic; he forfeits 
his right to stand with manly self-re- 
liance on a footing of entire equality 
with all other citizens, who bows, to 
envy any greed, who erects the doc- 
trine of class-hatred into a shibboleth, 
who substitutes loyalty to men of a 
particular ^tatus, whether 
rich 
or 


poor, for loyalty to these eternal and 
immutable principles of righteousness 
which bid us treat each man on his 
worth as a man without regard to his 
wealth 
or his poverty. 
But evil 


though, the influence of these dema- 
gogues and visionaries is, it is no 
worse in its consequence than the in- 
fluence excised by the man of great 
wealth, or the man of power and po- 
sition in the industrial world, who hy 
his lack of understanding of, still 
more by any exhibition of, uncompro- 
mising hostility to the. millions of our 
worldng people, tends to unite them 
against their fellow-Americans who 
are better off in this world's goods. It 
is a bad thing to teach our working 
people than men of means, that men 
who have the largest proportion of 
the substantial comforts of life, are 
necessarily greedy, grasping and cold 
hearted, and, that they unjustly de- 
mand and appropriate more tnan their 
share of the substance of the many. 
Stern condemnation .should be visited 
upon demagogue and visionary who 
teach this untruth and even sterner 
upon these capitalists who are 
in 


truth grasping and greedy "and brutal- 
ly disregard the right of others, and 
who by their actions teach the dread- 
ful lesson far more effectively than 
any mere preacher of unrest. "Class- 
grievance" left too long without rem- 
edy greeds '"class-consciousness," and 
therefore class-resentment. 


Anti-Trust Law. 


The strengthening of the anti-trust 


law is demanded upon both moral and 
economic grounds. 
Our purpose in 


strengthening it is to secure more ef- 
fective control by the national gov- 
ernment over the business use of the 
vast masses of individual, and espe- 
cially of corporate wealth, which at 
the present time monopolize most of 
the»interstate business of the coun- 
try, and we believe the control can 
best be exercised by preventing the 
growth of abuses, rather than merely 
by trying to destroy them when they 
have already grown. In the highest 
sense of the word this movement for 
thorough control of the business use 
of this great wealth is conservative. 
We are trying to steer a safe nsiddle 
course, which alone can save us from 
a plutocratic class favorment on the 
one hand, or a socialistic class gov- 
ernment on the other, either of which 
would be fraught with disaster to our 
free institutions, state and national. 
\Ve are trying to avoid alike the evils 
which would flow from 
government 


ownership of the public utilities by 
which interstate commerce is chiefly 
carried on. and the evils which flow 
from She riot and chacs of unrestrict- 
ed individualism.

danger to oar free institutions in the 
comapHng; 
influence- 
exerclsrd

great wealth suddenly concentrated 
in the hands of the ff-w. We should 
In a saae manner try to remedy this 
dancer, in spile of the sullen opposi- 
tion of ihes* few very powerful men.

time we mjiilw them to deal right-

When wi(h steam and electricity 


modern business 
conditions went 


through the 
astounding revolution, 


which in 1hls country besan over ha3f 
a crnliiry ago, Ihpre wa<? at first much 
he<?i»ation as to what particular gov- 
ernmental agency should be used to 
grapple with the new condition*. At 


almost the game time, about 20 years 
since, the effort was made to control 
combinations by regulating 
them 


through the interstate commerce com- 
mission and to abolish them by 
means of the anti-trust acts, the two 
remedies therefore being in part mu 
tually Incompatible. The Interstate 
commerce law has produced admir- 
able results, especially since it was 
strengthened by the Hepburn law two 
years ago. The anti-trust law, though 
it worked some good, because any- 
thing is better than anarchy and com- 
plete absence or regulation, neverthe- 
less has proved In many 
respects 


not merely inadequate out mischiev- 
ous. 


Twenty years ago the 
misuse of 


corporate power had produced almost 
every conceivable form of abuse, and 
had worked the gravest injury to 
business morality and the public con- 
science. For a long time federal reg- 
ulation of interstate commerce had 
been purely negative, the national ju- 
diciary merely acting in 
isolated 


cases to restrain the state from exer- 
cising a power which it was clearly 
unconstitutional, as well as unwise, 
for them to exercise, but which, nev- 
ertheless the national government it- 
self failed to exercise. Thus the cor- 
porations,' monopolizing 
commerce, 


made the law for themselves, "state 
power and common law being inade- 
quate to accomplish any effective reg- 
ulation, and the national power not 
yet having been put forth. The result 
was mischievous in the extreme, and 
only short-sighted and utter failure to 
appreciate the grossness of the evils 
to which the lack of regulation gave 
rise, can excuse .the well meaning per- 
sons who now desire to abolish the 
anti-trust law outright, or to amend 
it by simply condemning "unreason- 
able" combinations. Power should 
unquestionably be lodged somewhere 
In the executive branch of the govern- 
ment to permit combinations which 
will further the public interest; but 
it must jilways be rerrfembered that 
as regards the great and wealthy 
combinations through which most of 
the interstate business of today is 
done the burden-of proof should be 
on them to show that they have a 
right to exist. 


No judicial tribunal has the knowl- 


edge or the experience to determine 
in the first place whether a given 
combination is advisable or necessary 
in the interest of the public. Some- 
body, whether a commission or a bu- 
reau under the^ department of com- 
merce and labora should be give this 
power. My personal belief is that ul- 
timately we shall have to adopt a na- 
tional incorporation law, though I am 
well aware that this may be Impossi- 
ble at present. Over the action of the 
executive body In which the'power is 
placed the courts should possess 
merely a pow.e^ of review analogous 
to that obtaining in, connection with 
the. work of thj^interstate commerce 
commission 'afp,r£sejh€ To confer this 
power would not'"be a leap in the 
dark; it would merely be to carry still 
further the theory of effective govern- 
mental control of corporations which 
was responsible for the creation of 
the Interstate commerce commission 
and the enlargement of its powers, 
and for the creation of the bureau of 
corporations. 


The interstate commerce legislation 


has worked admirably. It h«is bene- 
fited the public; it has benefited hon- 
estly managed and wisely conducted 
railroads, and in spite of the fact that 
the business of the 
country has 


enormously increased, the value rf 
this federal legislation has been 
shown by the way in which it has en- 
abled the federal government to cor- 
rect the most pronounced of the great 
and varied abuses which existed in 
the business world 20 years ago, 
"Srhile the many abuses that still re- 
main emphasize the need of further 
and more thorough-going legislation. 
Similarly the bureau of corporations 
has amply justified its creation. In 
other words, it is clear that the prin- 
ciples employed to remedy the great 
evils in the business world have 
•worked well, and they can now be em- 
'ployed to correct the evils that fur- 
ther commercial growth has brought 
more prominently to the surface. The 
powers and scope of the interstate 
commerce commission and of any sim- 
ilar body, such as the bureau of cor- 
porations, which has to deal with the 
matter In hand, should be greatly en- 
larged so as to meet the requirements 
of the present day. 


State Control Ineffective. 


The decisions of the supreme court 


in the Minnesota and North Carolina 
cases Illustrate how impossible is a 
dual control of national 
commerce. 


The states can not control It All 
they can do is to control Inlrastate 
commerce, and this now forms but a 
small fraction of the commerce car- 
ried by the railroads through each 
state. Actual experience has shown 
that the effort at slate control Is snre 
to be nullified in one way or another 
sooner or later. The nation alone can 
act witto effectiveness and wisdom. It 
should have control both of the busi- 
ness and of the agent by which Jhe 
business is done, for any attempt to 
separate Jhis control must result in 
grotesque absurdity. This means that 
we must rely upon national legisla- 
tion 
to 
prevent the 
commercial

quate power of control over them At 
present the fa lure of the congress to 
utilize and exerci^j the great powers

action of the c^neral judiciary. How- 
ever upright aid able a court Is, it 
can not act constructively; 
it can 


only act negatively or destructively 
as an agency of government; and this 
means that the courts are and must 
always be unable to deal effectively 
with a problem like the present, 
which requires constructive action. A 
court can decide what is faulty, but 
It has no power to make better what 
It thus finds to he faulty. There 
should be an efficient executive body 
created 
with 
power 
enough 
to 


correct abuses 
and scope enough 


to work out the complex problems 
that this great country has developed. 
It is not sufficient objection to say 
that such a body may be guilty of un- 
wisdom or of abuses. Any govern- 
mental body, whether a court or a 
commission, whether executive, legis- 
lative or judicial, if given power 
enough to enable it to do effective 
work for good, must also inevitably 
receive enough power to make It pos- 
sibly effective for evil. 


Therefore, it is clear that (unless a 


national incorporation law can be 
forthwith enacted) some body or 
bodies In the executive service should 
be given power to pass upon any com- 
bination or agreement in relation to 
interstate commerce, and every such 
combination (ff agreement not 
thus 


approved should Be treated as In vio- 
lation of law and prosecuted accord- 
ingly. The issuance of the securities 
of any combination doing interstate 
business should be under the super- 
vision of the national government. 


Labor Unions. 


A strong effort has been made to 


have labor organizations completely 
exempted from any of the operations 
of this law, whether or not their acts 
are in restraint of trade. Such excep- 
tion would in all probability make the 
bill unconstitutional, and the legisla- 
ture has no more right to pass a bill 
without regard to whether It Is con- 
stitutional than the courts have light- 
ly to declare unconstitutional a law 
whi|h the legislature has solemnly 
enacted. The responsibility 
Is 
as 


great on the one side as on the other, 
and an abuse of power by the legisla- 
ture in one direction Is equally to be 
condemned with an abuse of power 
by the courts in the other direcuon. It 
It not possible wholly to except labor 
organizations from the workings of 
this law, and they who insist upon to- 
tally excepting them are merely pro- 
viding that their status shall be kept 
wholly unchanged, and that they shall 
continue to be exposed to the action 
which they now dread. Obviously, an 
Organization not formed for 
profit 


should not be required to furnish sta- 
tistics in any way as complete as 
those furnished by organizations for 
profit. Moreover, so far as labor is 
engaged in production only, its claims 
to be exempted from the anti-trust 
law are sound. This would substan- 
tially cover the right of laborers to 
combine, to strike peaceably and to 
enter Into trade agreements with the 
employers. 
But when labor Junder- 


Takes in a wrongful manner to pre- 
sent the distribution and sale of the 
products of labor, as by certain forms 
of the boycott, it has left the field of 
production, and its action may plainly 
be in restraint of interstate trade, 
and must necessarily be subject to in- 
quiry, exactly as in the case' of any 
other • combination for the same pur- 
pose, so as to determine whether such 
action is contrary to sound public pol- 
icy. 
The heartiest encouragement 


should be given wage-workers to form 
labor unions and to enter into agree- 
ments with their employers, and their 
right to strike, so long as they act 
peaceably, must be preserved. But 
we should -auction neither a boycott 
nor a blacklist which would be Ille- 
gal at common law. 


The measures I advocate are in the 


Iriterest both of decent corporations 
and of law-abiding labor unions. They 
are, moreover, pre-eminently in the 
interest of the public, for in my judg- 
ment the American people have defin- 
itely made up their minds that the 
days of the reign of the great law-de- 
fying and law-evading corporations 
are over, and that from this time on 
the mighty organizations of capital 
necessary for the transaction of busi- 
ness under modern conditions, while 
encouraged so long as they act hon- 
estly and in the Interest of the gen- 
eral public, are to be subjected to 
careful supervision and regulation of 
a kind so effective as to insure their 
acting in the interest of the people as 
a whole. 


Allegations are often made to tt 


effect that there Is no real need fui 
these lawg looking to the more effec- 
tive control of the great corporations, 
upon the ground that they will do 
their work well without such control, 
i call your attention to the accom- 
panying copy of a report, Just submit- 
ted by Mr. Nathan Matthews, chair- 
man of the finance committee, to the. 
mayor and city council of Boston re- 
lating to the certain evil practices of 
various corporations which have been 
bidders for furnishing to the city iron 
and steel. This report shoves that 
there have been extensive combina- 
tions formed among the various cor- 
porations -which have business with 
the city o" Boston, including, for in- 
stance, a carefully planned combina- 
tion embracing practically

"Comment on the moral meaning et 


these methods and transactions would 
seem superfluous, but as they were 
defended at the public hearings of 
the committeemen and associated•>to 
be common and entirely proper incl 
dents of business life, and as these 
practices have been freely resorted to 
by some of the largest industrial cor- 
porations that the world has 
ever 


known, the 
commission deems it 


proper to record its own opinion. 


"The commission dislikes to believe 


that these practices are, as alleged, 
established by the general custom of 
the business community; and this de 
fense itself, if unchallenged, amounts 
to aJgrave accusation against the hon- 
esty of present business methods. To 
answer an invitation for public or pri- 
vate work by sending in what pur- 
ports to be genuine bids, but what In 
reality are collusive figures purposely 
made higher than the 
bid which is 


known will be submitted by one of 
the supposed competitors, is an act of 
plain dishonesty. 


"To support these 
misrepresenta- 


tions by false affirmations in writing 
that the bids are submitted in good 
faith, and without fraud, collusion or 
connection with any other bidder, Is 
a positive and deliberate fraud; the 
successful bidder in the competition 
is guilty of obtaining money by false 
pretenses and the others have made 
themselves parties to a conspiracy 
clearly unlawful at the common law. 


''Where, as in the case of the 'Bos- 


ton agreement,' a nurnJber of the most 
important manufacturers and dealers 
in structural steel in this country, in- 
cluding the American ^Bridge com- 
pany, one of the constituent members 
of the United States Steel corpora- 
tion, have combined together for the 
purpose of raising prices by means of 
collusive bids and false 
representa- 


tions, their conduct is not only repug- 
nant to common honesty, but is plain- 
ly obnoxious, to the federal statute 
known as the 
Sherman 
anti-trust 


law. The commission believes 
that 


an example should be made of these 
men and that the members of the 
'Boston agreement,' or at least all 
those who, in October and November, 
1905, 
entered in fraudulent competi- 


tion for the Cove street draw span 
and 
the Brookline street bridge, 


should he brought before a federal 
grand jury for violation of the act of 
congress of July 2, 1890. The three 
years' limitation for participation in 
these transactions has not yet elapsed 
and jthe, evidence obtained 
by the 


commission Is so complete that there 
should be no difficulty in the govern- 
ment's securing a,conviction in this 
case." 


I have submitted this report to the 


department of justice for thorough in- 
vestigation and for action if action 
shall prove practicable. 
Surely such 


a state of affairs as that above set 
forth emphasizes the need of further 
federal legislation, not 
merely be- 


cause of the material benefits such 
legislation will secure, but above all' 
because this federal action should be 
part, and a large part, of the cam- 
paign to waken our people as a whole 
to a lively and effective condemnation 
of the low standard of morality im- 
plied in such conduct on the part of 
great business concerns. 


Duty of the Citizen. 


The first duty of every man Is* to 


provide a livelihood for himself and 
for those dependent upon him; it is 
from every standpoint desirable that 
each of our citizens should endeavor 
by hard work and honorable methods 
to secure for him and his such a com- 
petence as will carry with it the op- 
portunity to enjoy In reasonable fash- 
ion the comforts and refinements of 
life, and, furthermore, the 
man of 


great business ability who obtains a 
fortune In upright fashion Inevitably 
in so doing confers a benefit upon the 
community as a whole, and is entitled 
to reward, to respect and to admira- 
tion. But among the many kinds of 
evil, social, industrial and political, 
which it is our duty as a nation t<~ 
sternly combat, there is none at th< 
same time more base and more dan- 
gerous than the greed which treats 
the plain and simple rules of honesty 
with cynical contempt if they inter- 
fere with making, a profit, and as a 
nation we can not be held guiltless if 
we condone such action. The man 
who preaches hatred of wealth hon- 
estly acquired, who jnculcatos envy 
and jealousy and 
slanderous ill-will 


toward those of his fellows who, by 
thrift, energy and Industry, have be- 
come men of means, is a menace to 
the community. But his counterpart 
In evil Is to be found in that particu- 
lar "kind of multi-millionaire, who is 
almost the least enviable, and Is cer- 
tainly one of the least admirable, of 
all our citizens, a man of whom it 
has been well said that his face had 
grown hard and cruel while his body 
had pnmn soft, whose son Is a fool 
and his daughter a foreign princess, 
whose nominal pleasures are at best 
those of a tasteless and extravagant 
luxury, and whose real delight, whose 
real life-work, is the 
accumulation 


and use of power in its most sordid 
and least elevating form. 
In the 


chaos of an ab«olnt*-ly unrestricted 
commercial Individualism under mod- 
ern conditions, this is a type tnat b?- 
comes prominent as inevitable as the 
marauder baron became prominent in 
the physical chaos of the dark ages 
We are string for legislation to 
minimise the abuses which give this 
type Its flourishing prominence, part- 
ly for the sake of what can be accom- 
plished bv the legislation itself, and 
partly because the legislation marks 
our participation in a creat and st»rn 
morel movement to brine our idaals 
find oar conduct into measurable ac- 
cord.
